When the Illinois Tax Service Association went 
before th at state’s Board of Pardons and Pa­ 
roles to plead for the life of Russell McWilliams, 
16-y ear-old condemned murderer, it advanced an 
argum ent th at every citizen in the land might- 
profitably have listened to. 
This argument was a bold assertion that the 
state of Illinois itself has a share in the respon­ 
sibility for this lad’s crime, and th at having such 
a share it cannot properly put him to death.

The modern world, furthermore, has evolved 
commercialized pleasures so rapidly that to many 
minds “pleasure is identical with purchasing.

In other words, an abnormal tem ptation to 
steal is put in front of him ; and the state, in­ 
stead of counterbalancing such a temptation, 
“tolerates an antiq uated and socially inimical 
tax sy stem th at directly contributes to the dis­ 
satisfaction and delinq uency of y outh fhiough 
its degrading influences upon housing and home 
life.” 
This plea is something new in American crim­ 
inal procedure. The state, alway s ready to take 
the responsibility for ending a murderer s life 
on those rare occasions when it can catch and 
convict him — has not y et thought of assuming 
partial responsibility for his crime. It is alway s 
ready with Cain’s pica — “Am I my biothei s 
keeper?” 
But the responsibility is there. The least sen­ 
timental of men, walking through a city slum, 
cannot escape realizing that children brought up 
in such a place start life with the cards stacked 
against them. 
Society , in the last analy sis, creates all of the 
evils that afflict it. Gangster, murderer, harlot, 
tliief, dope-smuggler — we provide the forcing- 


g ro und that pro duces them; and when they are 
bro ug ht to bo o k we belo ng in the do ck with them.

THE REAL CURSE OF POVERTY 
American newspapers hav e seldo m carried a 
strang er o r mo re pathetic sto ry than the o ne 
they drew o ut o f Po ttsv ille, Pa., recently . 
This story was a little one -parag raph affair 
about the life and death of John Connor. 
Connor was born 69 y ears ago in the county 
poor-house. He lived there all of his life, of his 
own choice. When he was little he was sent to 
school, but the other children jeered at him for 
being a pauper and he refused to continue, when 
he became of age he begged fcoorhouse authori­ 
ties to let him stay in the only home he had ever 
known, and he worked the rest of his life on the 
county farm to pay for his keep. 
And the other day he died in the poorhouse, 
and now he has been buried in the potter’s field. 
Things like this, apparently , will happen now 
and then no m atter how prosperous a nation may 
be or how thoughtfully it tries to take care of 
its unfortunates. The day when even the most 
unfortunate of children gets a fair shot at a good 
life will be the day of the millenium. 
But ttfe picture which this little story of John 
Connor creates is enough to make us heartsick. 
It tells about a man who had somehow, 
through that cruel pressure of circumstance, be­ 
come something less than a man. Life had him 
beaten before he even knew th at he was in a 
fight. Somewhere, in those y ears of childhood — 
and how unutterably painful they must have 
been — something vital was knocked out of him. 
Those 69 y ears in the poorhouse were simply the 
shadow of a life, the thin and distorted reflec­ 
tion of human ex istence as it ought to be. 
And there, in the last analy sis, is the real 
tragedy of all poverty . Poverty brings pain and 
suffering and 
hunger and deprivation 
but 
those, after all, are things that can be endured. 
They are things some men have even heroically 
invited. W hat makes poverty a curse is th at it 
destroy s life itself. It reduces its victim to a m a­ 
chine for eating and sleeping. It is a thing th at 
must alway s stir a thinking man to the pro- 
foundest indignation.

Carlin’s conv iction was u pheld 
recently by the Indiana Su preme 
Cou rt bu t in the cou rt’s opinion 
leniency was recommended be­ 
cau se of the qu estion as to Car­ 
lin’s sanity . 
Later the attorney for the 
condemned man filled a petition 
for a writ of error coram nobis, 
seeking a new trial. He presented 
affidav its by friends and rela­ 
tiv es of Carlin in which they as­ 
serted they believ ed him to be 
mentally u nbalanced. 
Carlin was conv icted of kill­ 
ing Frank Knoebel, a policeman 
at Madison, in 1930. The mu rder 
was alleged to hav e taken place 
du ring a holdu p.
